were nine sailors before the mast. 
The 


Captain, first mate and five sailors were in 
irons. Several days out from Calcutta 
some bad dork was given to the Bailors, 
and daring the night nine of thorn mutinied. 
When they complained of the food the Cap- 
tain said he would starve them into Bub- 
mission. The men armed themselves with 
pistols and old swords and beaded by the 
second mate, commanded the Captain to 
give them the key to the store room. The 
Captain, refused and summoned the first 
mate and five seamen. They could only 
find two pistols and a musket. Two of the 
sailors who stood by the Captain were shot 
down. The Captain, first mate and three 
sailors were placed in irons by the mutin- 
eers, who brought the ship to Rio.

British Consul was informed of the trouble 
ftnd a naval court convened which sent the 
mutineers to jail. They will probably be 
shipped to England.

When it was passed by tho 
last Legislature 110 attention was paid to it 
and it seemed to have been entirely for- 
goUO". 11 requires that all fraternal in 
rarauce companies shall report before 
March 7tb, each year, to the Insurance 
Commissioner, giving a full account of all 
the business transacted during the year. 
In failure to do this the societies forfeil 
their tight to carry on business. A large 
number of societies have failed to comply 
with the law and they have accordingly 
forfeited their right to carrying on business. 
Among the societies which it is assertec

A HEAVY BAIN SXOKM. 


Glowing Prospects for Farmers and 


Stockmen. 


The Silver State, of Wednesday, says: 
It set in raining'early yesterday morning 


and continued during the daj without in- 
termission.

The ground is 
no ,v thoroughly saturated, and springs in 
thu foothills, which have been-dry for a 
year or two are beginning to flow again. 
There will be no scarcity ol feed this sea- 
son and a storm like the present one last 
Spring would have saved thousands of head 
of cattle and sheep, which died of starva- 
tion this Winter. The deep snow and se- 
vere storms of this Winter have cost stock- 
men heavily, but another Winter like that 
of 1888-9 would have irretrievably rained 
iveiybody engaged in grazing and farming 
>ursuits, as there would be nothing for 
stock to subsist on and farms would be un- 
productive. 
Now the prospects for good 


crops and abundance of 'feed are all that 
conld be expected, and there will be no 
oss of stock from scarcity of feed for some 
ears, unless the range should be over- 


crowded by importing cattle and sheep.

Not Disheartened by losses.

leven thousand, before the snow storms 
et in. Those sheep lived twenty-one days 
rithout having anything to eat, and yet 
eople say they are not tough and hardy. 
I the herder had tried to get the band out, 
rhen the snow stoircs first began to come, 
IB would not have lost but one-third of tbe 
iand. As it was ha could not leave home 
>n account of his wife's sickness, and had 
o leave his sheep perish. If he had been 
able to get away, he tells us, by taking hay 
;o the camp, and in returning had dragged 
a tree tied to the hind axle of tbe wagon 
with its branches all cut off but near the 
op, it would have mado a trail through 
he snow. By dropping handfnls of hay 
along the trail, the strong sheep would have 
ollowed the bay and made a path for the 
>and, and in this manner he could have 
;otten them out of the valley. He took 
,500 
head of sheep by this way out of 


jake Valley in four feet of snow and saved 
iver two-thirds of them, in the early 
ixties. His cattle have fared much better 
nd he does not anticipate very heavy 
osses this Winter. 


His losses have not depiessed his habit 
s n rustler, and he tells us he has had 
osses before and it is no new experience; 
nd is now ready to begin anew and raise 
nother band. He wants to bay a banj of 
wo thousand ewes, and is looking for a 
jargam. He does not propose to let the 
jrass grow under his feet, and is now in 
he market to purchase.
